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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action mailed 
August 3, 2004 C Office Action"). Claims 1-28 are pending in the Application. The 
Examiner rejects Claims 1-5, 11, 12, 14, 19, 20, 22, and 27 and objects to Claims 6-10, 13, 
15-18, 21, 23-26, and 28. Applicant amends Claims 1, 3, 6, 7, 9-11, 15, 17-19, 23, 24, 26, 
and 27, and cancels Claims 5, 8, 14, 16, 21, 22, and 28 without prejudice or disclaimer. 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and favorable action in this case. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner objected to typographical errors in Claims 3, 10, 18, 19, and 26. 
Applicant thanks the Examiner for the attention to detail and has amended these claims to fix 
the typographical errors. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner objects to Claims 6-10, 13, 15-18, 21, 23-26, and 28 as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but indicates that each of these claims would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all the limitations of the respective base 
claim and any intervening claims. Applicant thanks the Examiner for the timely and 
favorable consideration of these claims. 

In order to hasten issuance of currently allowed subject matter, Applicant amends 
Claims 1, 6, 7, 11, 15, 19, 23, 24, and 27 as independent claims, each including limitations 
that the Examiner has indicted as allowable subject matter. All other claims depend from 
these independent claims. Therefore, all claims are in condition for allowance in accordance 
with the Examiner's indications. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. 8103 

The Examiner rejects Claims 1-5, 11-12, 14, 19-20, 22, and 27 under 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,625,144 to El-Batal ("El-BataF') in 
view of publication Zilog 8530 Serial Communications Controller ("Zz/og-"). As noted above, 
Applicant has placed all claims in condition for allowance in accordance with the Examiner's 
indications. While Applicant believes all independent claims as originally filed to be in 
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condition for allowance in view of the cited art, Applicant amends these claim to hasten 
issuance of currently allowed subject matter. Applicant reserves the right to pursue the 
subject matter of the original claims in continuations or other applications without prejudice 
or disclaimer. 



Applicant has made an earnest attempt to place the Application in condition for 
allowance. For the foregoing reasons, and for other reasons clearly apparent, Applicant 
respectfully requests full allowance of all pending claims.
